Able to do 
for us what the law could not; (Rom. 8: 
2-4) Can man justify himself? Gal. 2:

W ho does justify? Rom. 8: 33. 
The law shows man his sin; the gospel 
shows him a Saviour. 
When the law 
was first proclaimed there were slain 
about “ three thousand,” when 
the 
gospel was first preached there wore 
saved “ three thousand’’ (Comp Ex. 32: 
28 and Acts 2:41.)

Tho lat© Philip Clark of Mat toon, 
Ills., was u lifelong friend of Abraham 
Lincoln. 
A short time before his death 
Uncle Philip said in conversation with 
a correspondent of the Chicago Times 
Herald: 
“ I do not believe the tailor ever lived 
who was skillful enough to make clothes 
to lit Lincoln. lie was ther roughest and 
most irregular man in outline I ever 
saw. 
Bofc no child was afraid of him, 
and no woman would declare him to Lie 
ugly. Yet any description of his appear 
ance you would write down would war 
rant the conclusion that he was any 
thing but good looking. 
Why, I must 
toll you, the very skin of the man did 
not fit, for it appeal* d to be loose on 
his features, and I knew him from 
youth to age. 
After the Black Hawk 
war Lincoln was seized with politi­ 
cal aspirations, bttfc failed to get the 
coveted 
iKisition 
of 
representative. 
He met with an obstacle in my friend 
Peter Cartwright, a good man, whom 
I also knew as well its a brother in 
those dreary days. 
After 1882 I saw' 
Lincoln quite often in 
¡Springfield, 
where he then livid. 
I had met with 
some reverses, and after compounding 
medicines, the nature of which I had 
learned from the Indians, which medi­ 
cines were sold by Drs. Robinson and 
¡Shields, I took my money and went in ­ 
to partnership with the merchants G ar­ 
rett and Douglas, and we bought hogs 
and fattened them on the mast and 
what corn we could buy in the fields. 
“ The crop was poor that year, and wo 
bought a great deal of ground at $¡1 per 
aero and needed the service of a man to 
measure fie ground. 
I did this part of 
the business and hit upon Abe Lincoln 
as that man. 
He had a sort of survey­ 
ing outfit. 
1 hired Lincoln to do this 
work for us and gave him the rather re­ 
markable wages of $1 a day for his serv­ 
ices. Abe— I always called him by his 
name— thank *«1 me gratefully for this 
because ho knew and 1 knew we could 
haver got tho work done for 60 cents a 
day. 
But I was a friend of Abe, and 
my fortunes hail turned for the bright­ 
er. 
So Lincoln remained in our service 
a few days as a sort of accountant for 
us. 
“ We turned our hogs in tho fields, 
driving them in droves to tho same. 
When weighing Mmo eame, Abe assist­ 
ed us again. 
I can see him now stand­ 
ing by the old steelyards. They are near­ 
ly all gone now. We would tie the hog’s 
legs together and swing him up, and 
then A lie would sing out the weight, 
take a pair of scissors and cut a bunch 
of bristles off the neck to show the ani­ 
mal had been weighed. 
Hogs in those 
days had longer bristles than the breeds 
of today, and the clipping could be seen 
by any drover. On one o f these days he 
weighed JHK) hogs for us. 
“ Lincoln was a friend of temperance 
also. 
We were together one night in a 
country neighborhood when some one 
proposed that wo all g o to the church 
close by to hear the Rev. John Berry 
preach a sermon on temperance. 
Alter 
listening attentively Abe remarked to 
me that that subject, would some time be 
one of the greatest, in this country. 
“ Lincoln loved debate and could tell 
;in anecdote with great effect. In one of 
his early races for congress 1 heard him 
debate with Peter Cartwright, who w as 
the terror of every local orator, as Ins 
opponent. He asked Cartwright if Gen­ 
eral Jackson did right in the removal— 
1 believe it was—of tiie bank deposits. 
Cartwright evaded tho question and 
gave a very indefinite answer. 
Lincoln 
remarked that Cartwright reminded 
him of a hunter he once knew w ho rec­ 
ognized the fact that in summer the 
deer were red and in the winter gray, 
and at one season, therefore, a deer 
might resemble a calf. The hunter had 
brought down one at long range, when 
it. was hard to see the difference, and 
boasting of his own marksmanship had 
said, ‘I shot at it so as to hit it if it 
was a deer and miss it if a calf. ’ This 
convulsed the audience and carried them 
with Lincoln. 
“ Gratitude was a religion with him. 
Lincoln was a poor financier. 
He was 
not a manager and seldom had any mon­ 
ey ahead. When he came to Springfield i 
from Salem, he had been hoarding for a 
year with a man named Kelson Ally at 
$1.50 per week and was in debt to him 
$70. Misfortune overtook Ally long aft­ 
er that, and he became an inmate of the 
Knox county poorhouse. 
Lincoln went 
in person and had him token from the 
county house and given another home. 
He then asked Judge Davis to see that 
Ally should be cared for in case he (Lin 
coin) should die first. 1 heard this con­ 
tract between Lincoln and Davis. 
Ally 
survived Lincoln two years. 
I knew 
him well. 
The last time I saw Lincoln was in 
September, 1808. I went to Washington 
to settle some business in regard to a 
large tract of swamp lands 1 owned, 
and while at my hotel I met Ward La- 
inon, m horn 1 knew well. 
He told me 
that he knew Mr. Lincoln would be 
very glad to see me and insisted on my 
calling the next day, which 1 accord­ 
ingly did, and that occasion 1 will nev­ 
er forget. 
1 was ushered into the room 
where he was conversing with a num ­ 
ber of generals m great glitter and show 
of uniform. 
He cordially received me 
and introduced me to a number of these 
gentlemen and related to them a part of 
flat boating experiences. 
Dur- 
conversation you could hear a 
pin fall, such close attention did they 
ml give us, which was to my embar­ 
rassment at the time. 
I never saw him 
again until I gazed upon his remains 
after the awful tragedy of his assassina­ 
tion. ”

This notable audience 
took place in a little antechamber of 
his 
private apartments, 
covered all 
round with antique casts and has reliefs. 
ll« ‘ was habited in a long gray drab red- 
ingoto, with a white neckcloth and a 
red ribbon in his buttonhole. 
He kept 
his hands behind his back, just as in 
K auch’s statuette. His complexion was 
very bright, clear and rosy, his eyes ex­ 
traordinarily dark, piercing and bril­ 
liant. * * * I fancied Goethe must have 
been Still more handsome as an old man 
than eve n in the days of his youth. His 
voice was very rich and sweet. He ask­ 
ed me qui stums about mys« If, which 1 
answeri d as bt q I could. 
Vidi tantum — I saw him but threi 
times—once walking in the garden of 
his house in tin* Frauen plan, one* going 
to step into his chariot on a sunshiny 
day, wearing a cap and a cloak with 
red collar. 
He was caressing at the 
time a beautiful little golden haired 
granddaughter, over whose sweet, fair 
face the earth has long since closed. 
Alma von Goethe died at the age of 17 
years while on a visit in Vienna in 
1814. J 
Though his sun was settitig, the sky 
round about was calm and bright, and 
that little Weimar was illumined by it. 
In i v< iyoneot those kind salons the talk 
was still of art and letters. At the court 
tin* eonversation was exceedingly friend­ 
ly, simple and polished. 
The grand 
duchess, a lady of very remarkable en­ 
dowments, would kindly borrow our 
books from us and graciously talk to 
us young men about our literary tastes 
and pursuits. 
In the respect paid by 
this court to the patriarc h of letters 
there was something ennobling, I think, 
alike to the subject and sovereign.

Carried a Decoy Duck Far I p Into 
Air Defore Seeing Hi# .Mistake. 
Mv reputation for veracity among 
my f How sportsmen has been seriously 
impaired, if not entirely destroyed, by 
my insisting upon the truth of the fol­ 
lowing experience that befell me one 
Thanksgiving day: 
My boy of J5 and 
myself were indulging in a few days’ 
outing at a little clubhouse on the Po­ 
tomac a short distance below old Gun- 
ston Hall. 
The weather was fine— in 
fact, too fim- for our purposes, as we 
were after ducks. Early in the morning 
we put out, off the old historic Hallow­ 
ing point, dear to many duck hunters, 
about 40 new wooden decoys, as liand- 
some us I ever saw, and then took our 
positions in the blind, full of those feel­ 
ings of exhilaration and expectancy 
which all true sportsmen are bound to 
feel in some degree, even when all fa­ 
vorable conditions for sport are dead 
against them. 
After a f* w hours’ waiting in came a 
bird, which my boy knocked down pret­ 
tily and with much enthusiasm re­ 
triev'd, but which proved to his dis­ 
gust to be nothing but ¿ui old merganser, 
or saw bill, known in these parts as a 
‘ ‘fisherman, ” a bird, I need hardly add, 
of large size and of beautiful plumage, 
but absolutely unfit for the table. 
The incident over, we waited and 
waited, with no results, until finally, 
leaving the decoys in position, we went 
back to the clubhouse, prepared and at» 1 
a luncheon and then took a stroll back 
into the woods and fields on a tour of 
inspection, when, finding our heavy 
clothes rather oppressive under the sun’s 
rays, we concluded to return to the 
blind, where we were sure to find it 
more comfortable because of the light 
breeze that was coining over the water. 
On arriving at the blind we noticed 
that one of the decoys was positioned 
some 25 or 30 yards from the others. 
My first thought was that it was adrift, 
and I was about putting out in the skiff 
to recover it when I noticed that it did 
not change its position, although the 
tide was running quite briskly. 
Could 
it have floated off and become again 
caught.'' Could it have dragged its an­ 
chor that long distance while the others 
remained undisturbed? These and other

General Horace Porter, in “ Cam ­ 
paigning With G ran t,’’ in The Century, 
says concerning General G ra n t’s secre­ 
tiveness: 
After the general had got some miles 
out on the march from Cold Harbor un 
officer of rank joined him, and as they 
rode along 
began to explain a plan 
which he had sketched, providing for 
the construction of another line of in- 
trenchments some distance in rear of the

He 
had never been a secretive man until the 
positions of responsibility in which he 
was placed compelled him to be chary 
in giving expression to his opinions and 
purposes. 
He then learned the force of 
the philosopher’s maxim that “ the un­ 
spoken word is a sword in the scabbard, 
while the spoken word is a sword in the 
hand of one’s enemy. ” In the field there 
were constant visitors to the camp, 
ready to circulate carelessly any in ti­ 
mations of the commander’s movements, 
¡it. tho risk of having such valuable in­ 
formation reach the enemy. 
Any en­ 
couraging expression given to an appli­ 
cant for favors was apt to be tortured 
into a promise, and tin* general natural­ 
ly became guarded in his intercourse. 
When questioned beyond the bounds of 
propriety, his 
lips closed like a vise, 
and the obtruding party was left to sup­ 
ply all the subsequent conversation. 
These circumstances proclaimed him 
a man who studied to be uncommunica­ 
tive and gave him a reputation for re­ 
serve which could not fairly be attrib­ 
uted to him. 
He was called the “ Am er­ 
ican Sphinx,” “ Ulysses the Silent” and 
the “ Great Unspeakable,” and was pop­ 
ularly supposed to move about w ith 
sealed lips. 
It is true that he had no 
“ small ta lk ” introduced merely for the 
sake of talking, and many a one will 
recollect the embarrassment, of a first

In I860 The A tlantic M onthly passée 
into the hands of Tieknor 
Fields, tin 
junior publisher becoming finally its l 
editor. It was a change of much impor­ 
tance to all its contributors and greatly 
affected my own literary life. 
Lowell 
had been, of course, an appreciative 
and a sympathetic editor, yet Fields had 
tlu* advantage over Lowell of being both 
editor and publisher, so that he had a 
free hand as to paying for articles. The 
prices then paid were lower than now’, 
but were raised steadily, and lie lirst in ­ 
troduc'd the practice of paying for each 
manuscript on acceptance. 
He had a 
virtue which 
I have never known in 
any other editor or publisher— that of 
volunteering to advance money on pro­ 
spective articles, yet to bo written, and 
he did this more than once to me. 
1 
have also known him to increase the 
amount paid on finding that an author 
particularly needed the money, espi eial- 
ly if it were the case of a woman. 
His 
sympathy with struggling women was 
always very great, and 
I think he was 
tin* only one in the early Atlantic circle, 
except W hittier and myself—w ith Em­ 
erson also, latterly— who iavored w om ­ 
an suffrage. 
With all his desire to create a staff 
Fields was always eagerly’ looking out 
for n» w talent and was ever prompt to 
counsel and encourage. 
He liked, of 
course, to know em inent men, and his 
geese were apt to be swans, yet he was 
able to discriminate. He organized Dick­ 
ens’ readings, for instance, and went to 
every one of them, yet confessed frank­ 
ly that their pathos was a failure; that 
Little Nell was unreal, and Paul Dom- 
bey a tiresome creature whoso death 
was a relief. 
Fields was really a keen 
judge of character and had his own 
fearless standards. 
I once asked him 
which he liked the better personally, 
Thackeray or Dickens, and he replied, 
after a m om ent’s reflection, “ Dickens, 
because Thackeray enjoyed telling ques­ 
tionable stories, a thing which Dickens 
never did. ' —Colonel T. W, Higgiuson 
in Atlantic.

An ex pla na tion of a curious optica l 
phenomenon 
som etim es w itnessed on 
frosty nig hts w hich is ca lled the “ pseu­ 
do aurora ,” is offered in Science by Mr. 
Goode of the Chicag o university . 
The 
phenomenon takes the form of bea utiful 
colum ns of silvery lig ht sta nding over 
electric arc lamps and other brig ht 
lig hts and som etim es a ppea ring a lm ost 
to reach the zenith. 
Mr. 
Goode sa y s 
tha t som etim es the evening sta r has a 
brig ht sha ft below as w ell as above, 
w hile the rising moon stands in a broad 
colum n of lig ht. These appearances are 
due to floa ting frost cry sta ls w hich keej 
their reflecting fa ces horizonta l. On ex ­ 
am ina tion he found tha t the cry sta ls 
concerned in the ex hibition were thin 
six sided pla tes of ice, never more than 
one m illim eter in diameter. 
When the 
w ind blows, these little pla tes are upset, 
and the colum ns of lig ht, caused by re­ 
flection from their surfaces, disappear.

Queen V ictoria ’s dra wing room, and 
especia lly the first one of the y ear, is of 
g reat sig nifica nce in the world of fashion 
in L< udon, but this y ea r’s was one of 
ex ceptiona l interest, and as the queen 
personally held this function tin* seen« 
wa s one of unusua l brillia ncy in the 
costum es of the women.
